Washington, May 7 
UP)—The 


Supreme Court ruled today that 
bituminous coal miners are en- 
titled to portal-to-portal under- 
ground wages. 


Justice Murphy delivered the 


court's 5-4 decision. Justice Jack- 
son wrote a dissent in which Rob- 
erts and Frankfurter concurred. 


The.court on March 27, 1944 


ruled that iron ore miners must be 
paid portal-to-portal wages—that 
is pay for the time spent traveling 
from the mine opening to the act- 
ual working place and back again. 


Today's decision was given on 


an appeal by the Jewel Ridge Coal 
Corporation, employer of 900 men 
in two mines in southwest Vir- 
ginia. The concern protested a de- 
cision by the Fourth Federal Cir- 
cuit Court that such travel time is 
time worked for which pay is re- 
quired* under the federal wage- 
hour law. 


The bituminous industry has 


been operating on a portal-to-por- 
tal pay basis under a 1943 war- 
time agreement. 


Justice Murphy said the major- 


ity agreed with the Fourth Fed- 
eral District Court that there was 
no substantial factual or' lega 
difference between the case in- 
volving the bituminous coal min- 
ers and that involving the iron ore 
miners.

It has probably been a good thing that, In 


preliminary skirmishes with our Russian 
friends at San Francisco, we have found 
(hem practical and realistic. Learning that 
fact so early in the international game now 
being played, our own diplomatic horsc- 
traders are likely to develop, in good time, a 
strongly realistic strain of our own. 
And 


the Russians will probably think none the 
less of .us for doing so. 


American foreign policy has usually been 


rather vague, because for long and peaceful 
periods we had few serious matters to deal 
with abroad. But current conditions bring 
important changes. In the San Francisco 
conference we are plunged rather suddenly 
into a malcstrom of nations and national in- 
terests and controversies in all quarters of 
the world. 


Foreign policy may be even more import 


ant than domestic policy. Particularly there 
Is the question of outlying bases necessary 
for our armies and navies in many places, 
and the conditions necessary for their opera- 
lion. There Is the problem of developing or 
abandoning bases in the South Seas for 
which so many Americans, have fought and 
'died. There is the imperative need o£ keep- 
ing open naval facilities everywhere, lesl 
real or potential foes and competitors shoulc 
block and stifle us. In short, a considerable 
expansion of American interests is indicated

1 Psychologists will probably be busy for 
ages, taking Adolf Hitler apart to sec what 
made him click. Maybe they will find the 
secret that enabled Uiis puny, thwarted up- 
start to get the jump on the world and swing 
it by the tail in one of the greatest epochs 
of human history. And maybe they won't. 
Modern psychology, with all its cleverness, 
has not yet fathomed "the abysmal depths 
of personality" and learned how, in Whittler's 
phrase, to "divide the circle of events" be- 
Jwe«n choice nnd Providence. 


So far as amateurs in this difficult field of 


research can see, Hitler's astounding achieve- 
ments might be credited to an "inferiority 
complex" which drove him to cover his petti- 
ness with great deeds, thereby trying to 
achieve honor and self-respect. If this is a 
true slant on his achievements, it means that, 
throughout his brief and incredible career, 
he played a part ns an amateur actor on a 
world stage strangely provided for him at a 
turning point in history. 


Such assumptions, however, are treading

:ackcd the human mind drove Hitler mad. It was 
:hc belief in racial superiority, Jt is true that some 
peoples have proved themselves more able in 
specific eras of history. But If the Christian doc- 
rinc ot the Fatherhood o! God is accepted, it is 
mpossiblc to' believe that all men, no matter ho\v 
different, are not equal before Cod. 


Hitler said: 
". . . Every animal males onlv with a repre- 


sentative of the same species. The titmouse seeks 
the titmouse, the finch the (Inch, the stork the 
stork, the Held mouse the Held mouse, the common 
mouse th« common mouse, the wolf the wolf, etc." 


Hut Hitler couid not add to his list "Man the 
Wan." He could not think of man ;i.s a universal 
•ace. He Insisted that there were vast and un- 
mdscable chasms between the different races of 
man and that at the top ot the apex were those 
vhom lie called the Aryans, Most of his ideas on 
.his subject, lie derived from 
Houston Stewart 


Chamberlain, an KnKlishman who, having married 
a daughter of Cosinia Wagner, lived in the'atmo- 
Bphcrc of the German Rods. Hitler 
undoubtedly 


conceived of himself us n German Rod, which ex- 
plains liis contempt for the rest of mankind. 


It was this contempt that in the end ruined 


Hitler. Because lie could not 
understand 
the 


Mcltinc Pot that Is the United Slates, he could say 
about this country: 
". . . North America, the population of which 


consists for the greatest part of Germanic ele- 
ments—which mix only very little with Ihe lower, 
colored races—displays a humanity and a culture 
different from those ot Central and South America, 
where chiefly the Romanic immigrants have some- 
times mixed with the aborigines on a larger scale. 
By this example alone one may clearly and dis- 
tinctly recojjnlzc the Influence o[ the race mixture. 
The Germanic of the Nortli American continent, 
who has remained pure and less inter-mixed, has 
become the master of that continent, he will re- 
main so until he, too, falls victim to the shame of 
blood-mixing." 


What he meant hy "Mood-mixinR" is not what 


is called miscegenation. What he meant was the 
normal intermarriage amone Americans that has 
been going on here for three centuries, including 
the marriage of Pocahontas lo John Rolfe of Vir- 
Rinli. He was so sure of the imirartancc of race 
over all else that be said: "All that is not race In 
this world Is trash." 


It was this emphasis on race that forced Hitler 


to hate. Christianity which is derived-from Judaism. 
He could not image that the Intellectually dominat- 
ing forces ot Western civilization, the Old and 
New Testaments, were written by men who were, 
not Aryans. If the apostles were Jews, how could 
Christianity be anytliins but offensive to Aryans? 
If Christ came from amonc those peoples, Ciirist 
must be inferior to Thor. If Paul organized the 
Christian Church, that church must be vile because 
Paul was • Jew, not an Aryan. Tiie emphasis here 
in not anti-Jew. If we arc to understand the con- 
fusions in Hitler's mind, it must be pro-Aryan 
pro-Nordic. In a word, cvprythinc in history that 
is not Aryan, not German, was, to his mind, trash 


And so. Hitler's great war was not against the 


United States, Great Brilnin and Russia His real 
war was against God. For to him God must be 
wron* as He is not exclusively an Aryan 
His 


racial purity cannot he complete, as He is God of 
all men. even the inferior races

Aboard a cruiser in the South- 


west Pacific (by wireless) — My 
nap was interrupted by a voice 
that seemed lo come from inside 
my pillow. The voice intoned. "The 
smoking lamp is out throughout 
the ship." 
It seeped through my drowsy 


consciousness that I was aboard 
a warship. And that we were ohout 
to depart for" gome serious shoot- 
ing. 


The loudspeaker announcement 


was the Navy's ancient way of 
saying, "no smoking" — we were 
taking on gasoline. 


I had come aboard the previous 


evening with three .other news- 
papermen. After several months 
of visiting Army units it was quite 
a change. 


No more shaving from a hel- 


met—there was a wash basin with 
faucets in the cabin I shared with 
a warrant officer. No more luke- 
warm chlorinated water to drink 
— there was ice-water fountains 
all over the ship, and though this 
was distilled sea water it tasted 
pure and wonderful. (Actually this 
converted seawater has less salt 
content than normal fresh wa- 
ter). 


No more mosquitoes or dirt- 


floored tents or living from a duf- 
fle bag. And our tirst meal was 
slcnk. asparagus, potatoes (not 
dehydrated), pie and ice cream. 


And presently I turned in. not 


on a cot, but on the top layer of 
a doublc_bunk. with mattress and 
pillow.

was awake at 5:30. Hence niy af- 
tcrnoon snooze. 


^Iy introduction to the Navy

"Practically all available truck 
tires, especially of the larger sizes, 
are now on running wheels, .The 
condition of those tires is poor.

limited—the allotments 


are less than the needs. Summer 
heat and careless opcrationos will 
make the approaching months a 
critical period.. 


"With little hope for relief, in 


the near future, it is your re- 
sponsibility as an operator, both in 
your own interest and to safe- 
guard wartime transportation, to 
protect your tires and so assure 
the continuance of transportation 
service. This responsibility is now 
an obligation to .exercise every 
precaution so that not one tire- 
mile l)e lost through careless or 
wasteful operations.

The war came to an end for this 


army some weeks ago. That is 
why V-E Day will be little more 
than a symbol to troops w;ho had 
seen victory in (he making for 
days.

There is no enemy across No- 


Man's Land to come forward with 
upraised hands in final surrender.
